CITY MAY APPEAL CASE 



X.aat Snturclay afternoon saw the end 
of the trial in which Mrs. Margaret 
Strung, widow of the Inte Henry Strang 
and Mrs. Bertha Smith, widow of the 
late George Smith, were each sueing 
for ten thousand dollars damage for 
the death of her husband. 

The trial was held in Kenosha, and by 
■agreement of the attorneys the two 
suits were tried together, on account of 
the same iasuea being involved in each 

case. 

Wallace IngalU of Racine, Calvin 
Stewart of Kenosha and E. V. Orvis of 
Waukegan represented the plaintifTs, 
Attorney John C. Slater, Edward Hig- 
gins and Robert Verne Baker, appear- 
ed for the city, and Mr. Sullivan. A. 
L. Drury represented Frank Fricson, 
and George W. Taylor the automobile 
bonding company. 

The suit is baaed on an automobllo 
accident which took placo on April 2C, 
last, Erickflon was driving a car on 
Elizabeth street and it collided with a 
street car. Strang and Smith died 
from injuries received. 

The suit- was directed against the 
city of Kenosha, the contention being 
that a depreaaion in the street caused 
the accident. 

The jury reported Monday morning 
at three o'clock, having gone out Sat- 
day at 4:30 p. m., the deliberations thus 
covering 35 hours. 

Their verdict awarded the widows 
the sum of $1000 each. 

The verdict of the jury is what is 
known as a **Htraight" one among 
lawyers. Every question in the epeclal 
verdict was answered against Iheclaima 
made by the city and if an attack is 
made on the decision of the jury that 
the widows of the victims of the acci- 
dent may recover it cannot be made on 
errors In the work of the jury. The 
jurors held that there was a depression 
in the street; that the auto struck the 
depression and was so damaged that 
the driver could not control it and p're- 
•venta collision with the street car; it 
held that the driver was so injured as 
'to make It impossible for him to con-; 
trol the automobile; it held that thti 
street was not reasonably safe for pub- 
lic travel and that the condition of 
the street was the proximate, cause 
4jf 9 the accident which resulted 
fatally to two men. The jury held 
that the evidence did not show any 
lack of ordinary care on the part of the 
-driver. J 

The sealed verdict was read in open 
<wurtand attorneys for the plaintiffs 
at onne made the motion to the court 
. for judgement on the verdict, and city 
attorney Slater promptly notified the 
court that the city would file motions 
asking that the answers to at least two 
of the questions be changed. He held 
that the city would contend that the 
evidence did not show that the auto- 
mobile struck the depression in the 
street and would move to set aside the 
answer of the jury to the question of 
the contributory negligence on the part 
of the driver of the automobile. The 
court heard the arguments and took 
the question of setting aside the ver 
diet or granting a new trial under ad- 
visement. 

This case is being followed with in- 
terest by the people of this locality on 
account of the Strang family being so 
well known' throughout this section of 
the county.

The $1,000,000 road bond issue was 
carried, the total county vote being 
5115 in favor and 1590 agatnst it.

The Forest preserve proposition was 
defeated by a large majority the total 
figures are not yet available. 

Circuit Clerk, L. 0. Brockway had 
charge of the canvass of the vote cast 
on the Torest Preserve as this is pro- 
vided for by law. The county clerk 
will canvass all other returns. 

According to reports from other 
parts of the county Antioch is not the 
only place that cast a light vote. Lack 
of interest in the outcome of the vari- 
ous issues seemed to be the general 
rule. 



Milk Producers Freed By 

Jury on Charge of Ploi 

After deliberations extending over 
five hours the eight officials of the 
Illinois 'Milk Producers' Association 
who have been on trial in Chicogo be- 
fore Judge Joseph Fitch In the Crimm- 
al court smce Sept. 16, on a charge 
of conspiracy, were acquitted last 
Thursday night, * 

Eipht separate verdicts were return- 
ed, each defendant being exonerated 
individually. They were as follows: 

"We. the jury, find the defendant, 
Arthur Huber not guilty," and so on 
the verdicts in turn noming Frank H. 
Reeae, Clinton J. Cooper, Roy Leis, 
Charles H. Potter, W. J. Kittle, Robt, 
M. Omann and Wm. A, Goodwin. 

Potter and Little are president and 
secretary respectively, of the associa- 
tion. Neither the assistant state's at- 
torneys who conducted the case nor 
Attorney Charles S. Deneen, counsel 
for the dairymen, were in court when 
the jury made its report. 

Judge Fitch thanked the jurors and 
discharged the defendants. 

*'The verdict could not have been 
other than what it was,'.' President 
Potter said. **A verdict of guilty 
against any one of us would have meant 
the death of the dairy industry and a 
vital' blow to every home in Chicago. 
Farmers will not work at a loss. If 
they cannot demand a fair price for 
their product they will sell their herds. 
••We shall continue as we always 
have. We will determine the cost of 
producing milk, add a fair profit, and 
Che distributors must pay our price or 
they won't get the milk." 

The state based its prosecution on 
an alleged price conspiracy and acts of 
violence which took place during the 
milk strike of February, 1916. Two 
years later the eight men acquitted 
Thursday night were Indicted by the 
grand jury.

Scimtor Hitchcock, In presenting the 
proposal to the senate, said It seemed 
the only fair way to reach n final vote, 
ns roscrvatlnns of varying dejirees of 
qualilicatloa would conie up when the 
committee proposals failed to receive 
n two-thirds ratification vote. 'J'be 
plan olTered hy Soimtor Lodge, ho said, 
"was not acceptable, as under It, the 
final voie on nitlficatlon wouhl be tak- 
en on a resolution containing reser\-a- 
tlous "made up largely by eaeades to 
the treaty, and which enough senators 
have ngrcod to so tlint there Is no ma- 
terial chances of alteration.*' 

"Wo want an opportunity," said Sen- 
ator nitclicocl;, "to vote on n differ- 
ent rosolu>inn. which ultlniatoly may 
command the support of two-tlilnls of 
the senate, with a comprondse be- 
tween Ihijse who want It ratified with- 
out reservations and those who want 
it ratified with reservations. 

"I am not sure tliat ratification will 
1)0 renched In any form; but If sena- 
tors tleslrc to decide In a broml, fair 
woy rather than the methods of a 
political convention, then let us offer 
u rf'Stiluiiiin witlmat reservatloas, and 
if thiit, toil, fails, let others present 
resolutions of various characters un- 
til, porhaps. a comprondse Is reached." 

Senator Ilitehcoek said his proposal 
wnnlii perndt the senate to dispose of 
the treaty hy next Saturday or decide 
to take up other leglshitlon. 

"We nnist face the situation," ho 
said. "il*it unless there Is a compro- 
mise between those favoring ratifica- 
tion In some fona llio treaty cannot 
lie ratified." 

Senator Lodi;e said lie would not en- 
ter "such an eluhorale pleeemenl 
sclicnu>," hut would insist upon a def- 
inite date for a v<ite, which would 
(rive ample opportunity for any move 
the minority decided to make. The 
lEepubllcini leader detdeil a charge by 
Senator IMttnian (pern.), Nevada, that 
he was seeking to defeat ratification 
in a roundabout way. 

*'I have tried," Senator Lodge re- 
plied, "to bring about sucli reserva- 
tbms as would insure ratification of 
the treaty. If ihe comadttee rosolu- 
ibui now Is voted down by those who 
now profess lo be friends of the 
ireaty, then your treaty will be In 
Krave danger." 

Senate leaders genendly desire nn 
ailjoarnment about November ID, to 
give u two woek.s' rest before the De- 
cendier session nad also allow travel 
allowances for tlie new session.

Palmer Declares Coat Dealers' Propo- 
sition Amounts to Declaration That 
They Should Be Permitted to 
Take Advantage of Situation. 

Washington, Nov. 4. — Attorney Gen- 
eral Palmer declared that tho govern- 
ment will take tho same action to pro- 
tect the interests of the general pub- 
lic during the coal strike against coal 
producers or distributors who combine 
to cnhancu the price of coal as was 
talcen to prevent the ndners* leaders 
from furthering the strike. 

Keferrlng to the action taken In re- 
.stralnlng the ofiicers of the Mine 
Workers, Attorney General rnlmer 
said: "I shall not perndt it to be used 
directly or IniUreclly for the benefit of 
the employers' side of the contro- 
versy." 

These statements were made in a 
letter to President W. A. Marshall of 
the Wholesale Coid Trade association. 
New YorU city. President JIarshall 
had written to Attorney Genera! Pal- 
mer in opposition, to the government 
orders placing a nuixhnum on tho 
price of coal anil establishing u prior- 
ity rule for distribution. 

President Jlarshall said that tho 
nuiximum price order would curtail the 
operators' ability to meet the abnor- 
mal price produclliJii costs caused by 
the strike and would discourage the 
operators In their elVorts to produce 
coal, lie said tho law of supply and 
demand would take care of distribu- 
tion belter than any theoretlcul pro- 
gram, and urged that lliere be no in- 
terference by the government depart- 
ment for railroad adadnlstratlon. 

Attorney General I'almer replied 
that be was "amazed" by the coal 
men's letter, saying: 

"Yom* propo^^ltiun amounts In effect 
to a declaration that coal dealers 
should be penultted lo take advantage 
of these abnormal conditions and have 
their prices based entirely upon the 
law of snppty and dennuid, which is 
tmiy another way of saying that they 
should be permitted to charge the pub- 
lic whatever they please." 

Aside from the ^'ivlug out of the cor- 
respondence between Attorney Gen- 
eral I'almer ami the wholesale coal 
dealers, olUelal Washlngloa was quiet 
as regards the coal striUe. Apparent- 
ly the disposition was to rest until the 
situation is nujro accurately known. 

The letter from the Wholesale Coal 
Traile assoclutlon of New York is us 
follows: 

"The fact llmt there Is no present 
general shortage of coal and that If 
tile ndners who want to work are giv- 
en prolecilon by the govermnent they 
will work, k-ads us to believe the fol- 
lowing statement and reconuuenda- 
tion : 

"l''Irst — With proper police or troop 
protection there will be a suniclent 
number of ndners who will be willing 
to continue at work to lasure, with 
present stocks, an adequate supply to 
meet the emergency created by the 
Hlrllvo. 

"Second — Fl.xing a maximum price 
will curtail the operators' ability to 
uuiet the abniu*nial production costs 
caused by the strike and w;lll discour- 
age the operators In their efforts to 
produce coal. 

"Third — The law of supply and de- 
mand will take care of distribution 
better than any theoretical program."

CHICAGO LABOR KILLS PLAN FOR 
GENERAL STRIKE. 



Federation Declines Even to Listen to 

Resolution In Aid of the 

Steel Strikers. 

Chicago, Nov. 3. — An ntteiupt to In- 
troduce a resolution calling for n gen- 
eral strike of union workers in aid of 
the remaining steel strikers was 
squelched at the meeting of the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor. 

When Barney Kortas, n delegate 
from Local No. 47S of the Machinists' 
union, took the door to Introduce It, 
President Fltzpntrlck ruled him out of 
order. 

"We have a rule that no resolutions 
cnn be Introduced after two o'clock, 
and" you aro out of order," said Fltz.- 
patrlck. 

"Then, again, nothing ever wotdd 
cotne from such a move, far not even 
the American Federation of Labor 
could call a strike of all worker.s. That 
Is up to the ihtornatloual unions. 

"There Is no hope or possibility that 
a general strike cnn be called, and I 
am not willing to waste time on some- 
thing we cannot do or get away with." 

Kortas had also risen to protest 
ngaln.st taking up collections to nld the 
etrlkor.s'. 

"What we wish is to give thorn the 
best support possli)lo, and that can he 
done by calling everybody out on a 
strike," he said. "1 have here n reso- 
lution calling for the general strike." 

He started to read it, but President 
Fltzpntrlck again ruled ho was out of 
order, and added: 

"The press is present and everybody 
has to be careful of what Is said. We 
do not fear our enemies, but our own 
men, who do not know the situation 
and propose something that cannot be 
done. 

"The committee In charge of the 
strike has discussed every angle of 
this matter, but I cannot tcll you what 
our plans aro now. But there is no 
use for the brother to Introduce the 
resolution."

The large caucus room of the house 
ofllce building In which the money trust 
and lobby investigations were conduct- 
ed was .set aside for. the hearing — the 
most Important held In connection with 
the military Idlls being considered by 
the committees. 

Chairmen Wiidsworth and Kalm of 
the Semite and house adlltary coamdt- 
tees, respectively, have announced that 
the testimony of tlio expeditionary 
commander w*nuld close the hearluRS, 
which hiul elicited the views of Secre- 
tary Baker, General March, chief of 
staff; dlvlsioiud conunanders of the 
overseas army and olllcers of the gen- 
eral staff. 

The two comudtteoR will begin draft- 
ing permanent military k'KlsIatlun Im- 
mediately after hearing General Persh- 
ing. It Is not considered probable, 
however, that either biaise will be able 
to net on the legislation before tho 
convening of the regular session In De- 
cenU)er.

Are Asked of National 

Lawmakers. 



REVISE SCHEDULE UPWARD 



Increased Compensation for Disabled 
Ex-Servlce Men Is Upged— Bureau 
Seeks to Give Fullest Possible ' 
Service to Those Affected. 



Wnslilngtoii. — ''Oup work In conduct- 
ing the alTiiIrs. of the burciiu must bo 
ijiilUed by the counsel of the Boldlers, 
sailors und nmrlnoa themselves.

Thus Colonel II. G. Cholmelcy-Jones, 
<llreotor of the bureau of wiir risk lu- 
suninee, In the courso of ii tnlk to 
wounded soldiers nt Wnlter Heed hoa- 
■pltal, WushluKtou, D.. 0., epitomized 
the motives behind the action of the 
bureau In rcfjueslInK congress, through 
tlie treasury departuiont, to enact sev- 
■crnl Imiiortitnt amenduients to the wnr 
risk Insurance act. These may he di- 
vided Into two general classes — those 
Jiltectlng the compensation features of 
the net, and those coucornlng war 
risk Insurance. 

A very. Important proposed amend- 
ment, and one which meets with wide- 
spread approval, Is the uijward revi- 
sion of the schedule of compcnsatlou 
payable to disabled ex-service meu. 
Under the present schedule a man to- 
tally disabled la entitled to $;iO n 
iiinnth, If single. The amendment 
raises this by $50, making 5S0 phy- 
jible under these circumstances. If he 
has n wife but no child living he gets 
-545; tho amendment provides 500- If 
be has a wife and oAe child, lie draws 
-at present, $55; the umcndmenL gives 
idm $05. 

Extend the Provisions. 

The law now provides that If a man 
loses l^oth hands, both feet, or tho 
sight of both eyes, or becomes helpless 
:and permanently bedridden, he shall 
receive $100 a month compensation. 
Kxperlence has shown, that many men 
■who have lost an arm and a leg, or one 
limb and the sight of one eye, are jtist 
US badly crippled us men who have 
lost both feet or both hands, and so 
the bureau has recommended that In 
addition to the Injuries at present en- 
titling a man to compensation at the 
rate of $100 a month, tho following 
shall be Included: The loss of one foot 
iind ono hand; the loss of one foot and 
the sight of one eye. These are decra- 
■ed "total and permanent disability" by 
Hie express wording of the nmerid- 
ment. There Is also a provision that 
•for a "double total permanent disabil- 
ity," meaning cases In which men are 
maimed so seriously that their Injuries 
Include two of these classlMcatlons, the 
•compensation shall bo $200 a month.' 
Tlie bureau has found a very wide- 
spread sentiment among ox-servlco 
men in favor of having their pollcIcB 
made payable In n lump sum, or In in- 
stidlnients covering a short period. of 
time, at their option. To meet this 
demand Director Cholraeley-Jones has 
xirgently recommended a modlflcatton 
of tlie war risk insurance act to permit 
luaklng provision In the contract (or 
<:ouverted Insurance for optional set- 
tlements on the part of the Insured, 
making such Insurance payable either 
In one sum or In Installments for thir- 
ty-six months or more. 

If the Insured has not exercised his 
rlglit of election, under tlio propose<l 
nmendnient the benendary may elect 
to receive the Insurance In monthly 



Installments covering a period of not 
less than three years. 

Include 0,ther Relatives. 
Another very Important Item Is tlie 
proposed enlargement of the permitted 
class of Insurance bcneflclnrles (spouse, 
child, grandchild, parent, brother or 
sister) to Include, In addition to those 
eimmerated, uncles, aunts, nephews, 
nieces, brotliers-In-law and sisters-in- 
law. ■ 

All of the amendments described 
abo%'e, together with several other pro- 
posed measures of less general Inter- 
est, but of nuieli Importance, arc Incor- 
porated In the so-called "Sweet bill," 
Introduced by Congressmnn Sweet of 
Iowa In the house of representatlvea 
on August 20, 1910. 

The whole trend of the bureau's 
recommendations manifest Us desire 
to be of the greatest possible service 
to those for whom it v.as created— the 
men who served our country in the 
Great War. Not only In recommending 
the adoption of amendatory legislation, 
but In every other possible way, tho 
bureau Is doing Its best to expedite 
Its service, and to carry out the letter 
and spirit of the act In behalf of the 
men for whom It was prepiired. 

In tho matter of the settlement of in- 
surance claims the bureau Is practical- 
ly current. Of over 123,000 claims, nil 
but 0,000 have been settled, and regu- 
lar payments are helUE niade. The 
0.000 nnsettled cases consist of those 
In which the benendnrlcs live In for- 
eign coimtrlcs or for some other rea- 
son cannot bo reached. A diligent ef- 
fort la being nmde to get In touch with 
this comparatively small residue. 
Insurance Paid Promptly. 
A great many people do not reallzf 
that there Is a wide difference between 
the Insurance feature of the act and 
the provision for compensation. An 
Insurance claim Is paid Immediately 
to the beneficiary; but In the case of n 
claim for compensation a great many 
features must, under the law, be coii- 
shjered, such as the members of the 
family within the permitted class, tho 
extent of their dependency, and the 
extent of the soldier's disability. ThU 
accounts for the fact that claims for 
compensation have not been settled as 
promptly as Insurance claims. Tho 
compensation and chdms division of 
tho bureau Is bending every elTort to 
determine these cases as quickly as 
thorough and intelligent handling will 
permit. A large stuff of examiners Is 
working night and day in makiag com- 
pensation awards. 

The medical division has Just com- 
pleted a very trying and dlfllcult task 
—the preparation of a schedule of dis- 
ability ratings for dllterent injuries 
and combinations of Injuries, based ou 
$100 per month as componsntlon for to- 
tal disability. If the Sweet bill (H. R. 
8778) becomes law, nil componsntlon 
for. disability will be based upon $100 
per month a^ a maximum Instead of 
upon $30 as nt present. This schedule 
is necessarily very complicated, being 
designed to cover all probable combina- 
tions, nad degrees of Injuries, and 
must be revised from time to time In 
accordance with tho bureau's experi- 
ence In order that full Justice may bo 
done In all cases. 

"Unquestionably, the government In- 
surance contracts will be constantly 
Improved, as experience Indicates tho 
need for Improvements, and It Is de- 
cidedly to the advantage of all of us 
to hold tho maximum amount of this 
government Insurance," adds tlie di- 
rector. . 

Reinstatement of Insurance. 

"A recent treasury decision has auth- 
orized the reinstatement 'of govern- 
ment Insurance within 18 months after 
discharge by the payment of only two

Together With Some Contract Union 
Men They Keep Several Mines In 
Kentucky and West Virginia Open- 
Railroad r*1en Appeal for Settlement 
of the Dispute. 



Chicago, Nov. 3.— Nearly all the na- 
tion's vast bituminous coal fields are 
closed, as a result of the miners' strike. 
although thousands of nonunion miners 
are at work and In scattereil district!, 
where contracts are still In forco union 
miners reported as usual, figures 
compiled by and based chiefly on union 
loaders' claims, In many cases conced- 
ed by the oiterators, showed Uiat --125,- 
820 men were out In 22 states. 

In Its physical aspects the strike ap- 
parently has largely stopped produc- 
tion of soft cbni but with large non- 
union fields In Pennsylvania and AVest 
Vlrglnln stlU operating near normal, 
and with a number of smaller fields 
also working with union contract min- 
ers, the actual effect upon production 
cannot be definitely stated. 

Conl operators claimed thousands of 
nonunion miners were producing coal 
In ll:e usual qunntltles, although con- 
ceding that In union fields the strike 
was effective. 

Union leaders reported In most In- 
fltpnces tliat the strike was virtually 
100 per cent eO'ectlvp.

months premiums on the amount of In- 
surance to be reinstated, one covering 
the month of grace during which tlie 
policy was In force, and one for the 
month In which relnstntciaent Is made. 
This Is a very generous provision, and 
will make it possible for all ex-service 
men to retain their government Insur- 
ance after they have become adjusted 
again in their normal civil life. Indeed, 
I look for n very heavy reinstatement 
and conversion as soon as the Sweet 
bill passes the senate ilnd becomes an 
act and It Is modo known to all those 
who are affected. 

"The bureau appreciates tremendous- 
ly the co-operation it has had from 
the Insurance ofilclnls and the men of 
the Insurance profession, and It Is to 
be regretted that there arc some few 
who disregarded their moral obligation 
to assist the ex-service men by encour- 
aging the men to drop tlieir govern- 
ment Insurance and take out Insurance 
In private companies. It Is my per; 
eonal opinion that all ex-service men 
In such Instances should combine la 
their disapproval of such action, und 
should In some forceful way express 
their utter disgust for those who are 
found guilty of such practices. Indeed, 
In the years to come, I feel confident 
thnt hi such "cases where ex-service 
men have been advised In such way as 
to allow tliem to lose their government 
Insurance, that tliere will be nt least 
one man In tho world whom the ex- 
service men will utterly despise, and 
distrust, ond that will bo the un- 
scrupulous agent who In a time of test 
was found wanting,"

T.ondon. — More babies were bom In 
Kngland during August than In any 
previous month since tho beginning of 
the war. Oniclal. returns show the 
number to be 0,390, equivalent to an 
annual rate of 18 per 1.000. and 401 
more babies than In the same month 

of 1018. 

"1 believe that during nnd after wars 
more boy babies are bora than girls," 
said Dr. Mary Schnrlleh. a specialist, 
discussing the report. "I think oniclnl 
figures will prove that more boys are 
born during periods ^ of stress, hard- 
ship and food shortages nnd more girls 
during periods of wealUi. ease and 

luxury." 

"A baby these days la a very ex-

Ish family," said another doctor,. *.'The 
cost of everything; from blankets to 
perambulators has practically doubled. 
Milk is a shilling a quart and nurses 
three guineas a week.

Only 
mllUoimlros can afford twins, much as 
we need them to repair the waste of 
war." *

Kentucky fVIlnes Working. 
While union mines were tied, up In 
Pennsylvania, "West Virginia, Illinois, 
Indiana, Iowa and other Impnrtatit 
fields, about half of Kentucky's '10.000 
miners remained nt work. That fact 
was accounted for by the fact that the 
miners and operators of the west Ken- 
tucky field slpned^an agreement about 
sis weeks ago providing against a 

strike. 

The most unusual situation was that 
In Utah, where the mojnrlty of the 
miners jvere reported still at work. 
That condition resulted from conflict- 
ing Instructions to the minors. .John 
II. McLennan. Utah representative of 
the union, called olt tho strike and 
inter rescinded his order. Many miners 
were evidently confused. Reports, 
however, Indicated that about 1,000 
were on strike. 

Active In Colorado- 
In Colorado, tlie Colorado Fuel nnd 
Iron company bad five mines operat- 
ing In one district, It was announced. 
Rut the company made no nttempt to 
opornte In tho Trinidad district. 

North Dakota's l.GOO lignite miners 
remained at work. 

Only 020 of the 4,800 ndnors of New 
Mexico were on strike. 

Conl operators In Oklahoma, where 
the tleup wos complete, said their 
mines were held in readiness for op- 
eration as ordered by the government. 
Frank Fhrrlngton, Illinois district 
president, announced all of the 00,000 
liilnors of the state were Idle. 

While a few of the larger mines in 
Alabamn were In operation, operators 
did not deny the claim of union lead- 
ers that about 23,000 men, or 00 per 
cent of th(ilr men, were on strike. 

AVest Virginia coal operators assert- 
ed that operation In that state 'was 50 
per cent of normal. 

Troops on Duty. 
A few thousand federal troops and 
state Guardsmen either were on spe- 
cial duty in connection with the strike 
of soft coal miners or were on the 
move or awaiting entraimnent orders 
nt the end of the first day of the walk- 
out. 

Seizure of coal In transit was bogim 
nt many points In Michigan, Including 
Detroit, Saginaw and liny City, under 
orders of the railroad administration. 
This was done, ofliclals said, "as a pre- 
cautionary measure," so the needs of 
the ralfroads may he met. 

Labor Keen to End Strike. 
Washington, Nov. 3.— Insisting Cim- 
dltlons facing the country are far 
more serious than during the war, the 
acvlsory board of tho IJrothcrhood of 
Locomotive Engineers Issued a state- 
ment urging the Immediate ass(?mbllng 
in Washington of an Industrial com- 
mission to remedy existing turbidcnt 
conditions. 

Tho railroad men stipulate that tho 
commlsHlon should be ono "which will 
recogrtl/.o the rights of all citizens and 
which is not pledged to oppose col- 
liectlve bargaining." 
The railroad men state they "de- 



plore the action of tho federal gov- 
ernment In Its ^present attempt at 
government by Injanctlon, believing 
that such action will only tend to 
luuke conditions worse ar.d defer If 
not defeat a peaceful settlement." 
Follovi/s a Conference. 
The Issuance of the statement pre- 
pared by President Warren S. Stone 
and the other grand olUcers of the 
Locomotive Knglnecers Is a sequel to 
the conference between representa- 
tives of all the railroad brotherhoods 
and Attorney Genural rainier Friday. 
At tills meeting the railroad men 
tendered their "good olfices" In tlie 
coal strike situation. The statement 
fellows: 

"In view of the condition facing 
our . country at this time, which In 
our judgment Is far more serious 
than during the late war, Inasmuch 
as It aftects all classes of the peo- 
ple, nnd in consideration of tho 
sltuatl*n, the advisory board of the 
Brotherhoods of Locomotive Bugl- 
ucers, assembled at Wa.shlngton and 
formulated the declaration of princi- 
ples : 

Serious Crisis Seen. 
" 'The advisory board of locomotive 
engineers, the undoubted Americanism 
of whose membership should assure 
them recognition, not only by the gov- 
ernment, but every factor contributing 
to the welfare of all the people, be- 
lieve that: 

," 'The Industrial conditions now con- 
fronting the nation, with capital and 
labor occupying a militant attitude to- 
ward each other, while the whole 
country Is suffering from high cost of 
living, caused by hoardlag and prof- 
iteering, resulting In general discon- 
tent which tends to lower production, 
have brought about the most serious 
crisis In the history of our country. 
■"We believe: 

" 'That there Is no Industrial dispute 
or misunderstanding that cannot be 
adjusted upon the iiasls of justice and 
right and we further believe that in 
seeking justice, justice should be prac- 
ticed by all concerned. 

Deplore U. S. Injunctions. 
"'We believe in the laws and Insti- 
tutions of our country, which guaran- 
tee that all the people shall have 
ofpial opportunity nnd a fair and Im- 
partial hearing before being con- 
demned. We deplore tlie action of the 
federnl government in Its present at- 
tempt at government by Injunction', 
believing such action will only tend 
to malx-e conditions wor.se and defer, 
If not defeat, a peaceful settlement. 

'• 'The advisory board has full as- 
surance that we express the unani- 
mous settlement of the 85.000 members 
of our orgnnlzatloi? that the principle 
of collective bargaining Is of vital Im- 
portance to them and cannot be con- 
strued ns harmful to any Interest 
which desires to be just and fair. 
. " *As a remedy Jor the present turbu- 
lent conditions, we suggest that Imme- 
diate steps be taken to assemble at 
Washington an Industrial conunlsslon 
that win recognize the rights of ' all' 
citizens and is not pledged to oppose 
collective bnrrfilnlng, as this Is n time 
for delil)erate action on the part of all 
concerned in a peaceful solution of the 
present conditions. 

*' 'We pledge the support of our or- 
ganization to the government In every 
just nnd reasonable effort toward sta- 
bilizing hidustrlnl conditions to the 
end thnt normal conditions be re- 
stored.' " 

injunction Effect Felt. 
Indianapolis, Nov. 3.— The full force 
of the government's most powerful 
weapon— Injunction— is beginning to 
be felt by the United Sllne AVorkers 
of Amerlen. The coal strike Is on, but 
It Is drifting without a pilot. The 
great propagandn campaign, intended 
to win public sympathy and encourage 
miners In the field, could not be 
launched. 

At headquarters of the miners here 
none of the ofUclals or attaches want- 
ed to talk. And when they talked they 
didn't want to be quoted. The specter 
of the Injunction was ever present. 
No Benefits In SlQht. 
When the nilpors Inld down their 
tools tliey expected to receive strike 
benefits of not less than .^5 a week, 
but in few If nny of tho fields can 
benefits be paid. 

Kills Searlea. publicity director of 
the International organization, said no 
attempt would be made in tlie face of 
tho Injunction to carry on a propa- 
ganda campaign. He said It had been 
planned to take pages of advertising 
In 100 leading newspapers of the coun- 
try. The miners wnnted to lay before 
the public their reasons for demand- 
ing a five-day week nnd n six-hour dny, 
nnd to explain why ihelr demand for 
a 00 per cent Increase in wages was 
not unrensonnblo. 

Lewis Not Hopeful. 
.Tolin L. Lewis, nctlng bond of the 
minors, and other ofliclals did not ap- 
pear to hope for much when argu- 
nionts to mnko the Injunction perma- 
nent are heard before Federal .Tndge 
Anderson.' Attorneys for the. govern- 
ment expressed conviction the Injunc- 
tion would be permitted to-stand. 

Around tho government's headquar- 
ters there was a constant' air of con- 
fidence; at miners' headquarters there 
was thinly veiled discouragement.

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ECONOMICAL FEED FOR SHEEP 



HUN FEELING IS UNCHANGED 
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Alternating Pasturage Advlaod to 

Keep Plants Growing and Pro* 

vent Stomach Worms. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Apiculture.) 

Becanee of the Importance of eco- 
nomical feeding la profltnble shefp 
raising, the United Stulcs Uepurtment 
of agrlculturo directs special attention 
to opportunities for growing forage 
crops as a feed for lumbs and eiles. 

Early spring pasturages of wheat or 
rye may be used ut the start. These 
provide succulent ^een feed appetis- 
ing to the ewes and Iambs. Overpns- 
turlng, however, must be avoided when 
these crops are later to be used for 
grain. Where it Is possible to keep the 
rye or wheat pasture about 1% to two 
Inches hlgh» the Iambs and ewes seem 
to relish It more and will consume 
larger amounts. Oats and Canadian 
field peas may be sown together early 
In the spring at the rate of 1% bushels 
of field peas and 1% bushels of oats 
to the acre. This crop should then be 
ready when tt la time to take the flock 
off tlie rye or wheat. 

Rape, another good forage crop, may 
be sown at the rate of six to eight 
pounds an acre, and will provide later 
pasturage, following the oats and Ca- 
bndian field peas. In sections where 
soy beans and cowpeas grow Batlsfac- 
torlly they furnish an excellent mld- 
gummer pasture. If Eowed later they 
make u good forage crop In late sum- 
tncr and early fall. ^Vhen sown in com 
they serve as an excellent supplement 
to the corn for fattening lambs. 

If pastured by alternating the graz- 
ing In dlfTerent parts and not allowing 
any particular section to be too closely 
eaten, a field of soy beans may be used 
for a considerable time. When most 
of the leaves have been eaten It Is time 
to move to a fresh portion of the field 
BO tliat the plants on the grazed part 
will have a chance to leaf again. In 
•some sections it may be desirable to 
cut this growth and use It for hay, es- 
pecially when other Icgun^Inous hays 
are not available. 

It Is good practice to sow rape at 
the last cultivation of corn. The lambs 
can then be turned in the com field In 
the fall and will feed upon the lower 
leaves of the corn and rape and make 
excpUent-galtisl * ' ' ' ' ' ' • 

' ■''J^praba not only make a rapid and 
p gain on forages of this kind, but

German .Clergy Still Talk of Day of 

Triumph In Ston for tho 

Fatherland. 

The Glasgow Herald prints from n 
■pedal correspondent some. Interesting 
Information regarding the views of the 
German churches on the pence treaty. 

What, osked the writer, In the guid- 
ance offered by the churches at this 
crisis in tlie affairs of the nation? . We 
arc In no doubt as to Its character. In 
the Kreuz Zeltung recently Doctor 
Connid, one of the ei-kalser's chnp- 
laliis, wrote a bomlly on the attitude 
which religious men should adopt to- 
word the peace which Is being "dic- 
tated to Germany." He wrote: "Pos- 
sess your souls and do not despair. 
God in his good time will turn our 
sorrows Into joy. Is there a Gorman 
man with the fear of God In his heart 
who does not realize that this humilia- 
tion Is but for a time and that before 
long tlie drama of the new fashion- 
ing of the earth will begin again? 
When that time comes Germany will 
rise supreme from the Are of her 
trials. It was In 1870-71 that began 
it; that wna the prelude: we are now 
nt the close of the second act. The 
coming third act will give us our final 
place and God will be with us. All T 
can counsel Is this: Be patient. Our 
hour Is coming. Certainly, sign the 
peace, for this will give us the breath- 
ing time we reauire and also time for 
reflection," 

In the Klrchen Anzclger there is a 
sermon by Rtadt-Pfnrror Brockhnus. 
headed "What Is Now Our Duty?" 
The preacher after denouncing "the 
cruel and Incredible terms" of the 
treaty, goes on: "There Is a revenge 
which Is holy and ennobles all tliose 
who nourish It In their hearts. Wo 
cannot sit down under the awful 
humiliation. But we must wait God's 
time. We must wait for him to dic- 
tate our course. He who led the Ger- 
man people from weakness to strength, 
he who once blessed our efforts In 
our world mission In pvnlshlng us now 
for our sins, but he has great work 
for us yet and he will see that we yet 
stand on the necks of our adver- 
saries." All through these sermons 
donling with the peace and the pres- 
ent situation generally the German 
clergy continuously exhort their 
flocks to be patient, to be steadfast 
during the days of tribulation. In a , 
perfunctory sort of way they ackno\^i/ 
edge that tribulation ^Kas come upTin 
tlie peoi^ because of their filns/iind 
Bliortcondngs, but the sins ami short- 
comings have nothing to (Jo-Avlth the 
guilt nf causing tho war/or with the 
Ineffable crimes commi.t'ted by Ger- 
many in the four yeulrs of Its dura-

Since this condition ex- 
ists, It Is better to have the pastures 
of a convenient size, so that the lambs 
and ewes will consume all the forage 
in a period of about two weeks and 
again be turned on a new pasture. 
This does not allow the use of a sec- 
ond growth. The ground can then be 
plowed and a second crop seeded to 
afford later forage crops. 

Where lambs are to go to market an 
effort sliould be made to get them off 
early. Lambs make the best and 
cheapest gains during the first four 
months of their lives. A grain feed 
fed in a lamb creep arranged in the 
field will prove hcjpful In pushing the 
Iambs along and keeping them In good 
condition. This feed should consist of 
corn, oats and bran. Lambs should be 
fed all bat no more than they will 
clean up each , day.

On accounty/f Its fitie color, play of 
light and caimcity for polish, the ame- 
thy.st.oncy'field a high rank as a deco- 
rative sione, perhaps next to the sap- 
phire, but by reason of the discovery 
of large quantities In Brazil its popu- 
larity declined In Europe and conse- 
quently Its commercial value declined 
in corresponding ratio. 

Of all the quartz varieties the ame- 
thyst has been the most highly val- 
ued, and the most frequently used for 
the art of engraving. The deep shades 
are less brilliant and for this reason 
the nrtl.sts of antiquity preferred the 
lighter shades. Consequently the an- 
cient Intngll occur almost invariably 
on the light-colored specimens so that 
engravings on the dark shade may be 
suspected us modern. 

But some of the specimens of 
Egyptian, Etniscnn and Roman en- 
graving on ametliysts are extant, 
among which mny be mentioned the 
■gem bearing the likeness of the" Em- 
peror^ Trnjnn, captured by Napoleon 
when hetfonquered Prussia In 1800; a 
bust of Antonln, daughter of Mark 
Antony; the head of a Syrian king, 
which Is or was in the Pulsky collec- 
tion, and a superb engraving of Dlos- 
corldes, now In the national library In 
Paris. 
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Natural Enemies of Moftqulto. 
Dr. L. O. Howard, chief of the 
United States bureau of entomology, 
writing on his favorite theme, the 
mosquito, In a recent bulletin reviews 
the subject of the natural enemies of 
this Insect. Among fish, he mentions 
first the common goldfish and sllver- 
flsh, which destroy mosquito larvae 
and .should be put In nrtlflchil ponds. 
Top-minnows are great feeders on 
mosquito larvae, and certain species 
Introduced from Texas and. Hawaii 
have proved their value, while a small 
top-minnow of the genus Olrardinus. 
known In Barbados as "millions,'* has 
been used successfully In other West 
Indian Islamls. Many predatory aquat- 
ic Insects feed on mosquito larvae. Cer- 
tain birds prey upon the adults, and 
bats also eat them. Many plants are 
popularly believed to keep away mos- 
quitoes, among them being several spe- 
cies of eucalyptus, the castor nil plant, 
the chlnaberry tree, etc. Sclontlflc ob- 
servations have not confirmed the pop- 
ular Idea on this subject — Sclentlflc 
American.

The United States public health 
service has llgured this out and Issues 
these and many more rat facts In a 
brochure that calls upon nil Ainerlcnns 
who are f<md of health to enlist In the 
government's war ngalnst the Norway 
or hrown rat, the common black rnt and the Alexandrian rat, which Is a 
particularly mean bea.st of untidy habits and a native disregard for the most 
elemental of the niceties of life. , , i .„

He'll eat anything, not stopping at a very small child If particularly hungry. 
He has been pretty well killed ofC and the government adjures all of us who 
see him to attack at once and crush hlni. The black rat and the Alexandrian 
have been conllned by various household and barnyard traps, poisons and 
other exterminators to the water fronts of sea ports. They are all aliens, their 
ancestors having come from Egypt.

The case Is being eagerly watched by others whose interests have become 

Involved because of property lioldiags' In Germany nnd other countries which 
v^ere at war. . . — ■-- — 
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nlng to show tbobeneflclal ef- 
fects of British control. Is Its 
geographical situation. Mosul Is the 
meeting point "of roads nnd caravan 
routes from everywhere. They wind 
in through the mountjiln passes and 
over the rocky highland from Dlar- 
bekr and Bltlls. across the great des- 
ert from Aleppo and over the sands 
from Persia and Bagdod. Its very 
name, indeed, from the Arabic Al- 
Mousll, "tlie place of connection," tells 
Its story. And ns with roads and car- 
avan routes, so It will be. some time 
again In the future In tlie matter of 
railways, when the famous Bagdad 
line Is completed, saya the Christian 
Science Monitor. At present Ger- 
many's great effort falls short of Mo- 
sul by many miles In the west and 
In the south, nnd the "ramshackle 
city," as It has been Irreverently 
called, still depends for Its communi- 
cations on the road and the caravan 
route ns It has dono through the ages. 
Of all the cities In the Turkish em- 
pire, as one writer has well said of It, 
perhaps Mosul Is tlie one that hns 
been leost touched by western civili- 
zation. Built on ground that once wns 
a suburb of Nineveh, It stands on the 
western bank of tho Tigris, looking 
across at the mounds which are nil 
that remain of the glories of tho capi- 
tal of ancient Assyria. Nineveh has 
a history that stretches tliroughout n 
period nearly two thousand years 
long, ending with the fall of tlie em- 
pire of Sennacherib about the year 
GOO B. C. From that time until Lny- 
ard unveiled the palaces of Ashur- 
banlpal and Sennacherib, nnd un- 
earthed the literary chamber contain- 
ing the famous deluge tablet the ru- 
ins of Nineveh for 2,500 long years 
have slept undisturbed. As for Mosul 
Itself, It Is particularly mentioned In 
nil history since the Arab conquest, 
and It Is a checkered history Indeed, 
for It suffered pillage at the hands of 
Tamerlane, was hoslogcd by Nadir 
Shah, and endured a host of other vi- 
cissitudes. 

Mosul's Many Storks. 

The old town, with Its stmngely 
narrow streets, even for the east. Is 
surrounded by a half-ruined wall, built 
In modern times as a protection 
against the Shahimar Arabs. Every- 
one remarks on the narrow streets of 
Mosul, on Its -white, crumbling houses, 
on the gypsum dust which falls con- 
stantly from the walls over everything, 
nnd upon the storks. Indeed the 
storks of Mosul are apparently Its 
most remarkable feature. 

Discussing the motter one authority 
tells how. In Uie cool of the evening, 
the citizens of Mosul share their 
housetops with Innumerable storbs, 
who build their ragged nests on the 
highest places "In utter disregard of 
the laws of gravity." Four great, pre- 
posterous specimens of the species 
stood, In the early morning, on a wall 
beside the room where he was, ho con- 
tinues, and he dimly realized that 
they were performing their morning 
toilet. They -took no notice of blm. 
But a loud noise like someone rattling 
^ stick In a wooden bucket attracted 
his attention. Then somebody else 
with another bucket made a similar 
noise In a different key, and he won- 
dered what In the world could they be 
doing to the buckets. Then it dawned 
upon him thnt half the poimlatloa of 
Mosul must be rattling buckets, for 
the sound came f^om far, arid near, 
faint or loisd according to distance, 
nnd In a hundred different keys. Then 
came a loud rattle close beside him. 
"Within nine' feet of him," he says, 
"stood a ftQjemn stork, the toilet over, 
his attitude pf graceful balance on one 



leg. The noise which I had hoard 
from all over the city came straight 
from his beak, the hollow upper nnd 
lower halves of which he was strlklns 
together with Incredible rapidity." 

In tho Bazaars and Square. 
The bazaars of Mosul are not the 
attractive places they might be ex- 
pected to be In a city of so much traf- 
fic. As William Warfield says In hi? 
hook, "The Gate of Asia." they arc 
rarely roofed, and are furnished only 
with the commonest wares. The shop- 
keepers are generally Christians, but 
there are many Arabs. Garden prod- 
uce Is often sold in the squares In open 
nmrkets, nnd at any time venders may 
be Been" talking In the streets, with 
eggs pr cucumbers In a basket, while 
the mosque courtyards are favored 
places for sweetmeat sellers, who dis- 
play 'Turkish delight" on scalloped 
copper trays. Tlie bazaars radiate 
from a picturesque a square quite neat 
the bridge, which Is the center of the 
town. To the south and southwcHt 
are tho drapers, shoemakers nnd har- 
ness makers; to the northwest the 
greengrocers, while the potters and 
dealers in hardware are to be fouad 
In narrow stores opening on u street 
that runs to the north. 

As to the square Itself. It Is, o1 
course, one of the famous meetlag 
places of Mosul. Here the caravans 
are gathered together, and their own- 
ers sit on the famous second-storj 
gallery of a coffee shop, while tlH 
muleteers stroll about' the crowded 
place, or lounge among bales covered 
with brown and white striped sack- 
cloth. These men are almost always 
Kurds, those from the southern and 
eastern tribes dressed In tunics, zou- 
ave Jackets nnd turbans. They wcai 
baggy trousers reaching to their feet, 
■which are covered with brogues oi 
heavy hemp or rawhide. 

61te of Ancient Nineveh. 
For many people the great attrac- 
tion of a visit to Mosul, the most In- 
accessible place In the sultan's domin- 
ion, lies across the famous "bridge o( 
boats" nt the other side of the Tigris, 
where tlie huge, formless mounds, ris- 
ing up out of the sand, mark the site 
of the ancient city of Nineveh. Any 
attempt to tell tho story of Nineveh 
would Involve a Journey back to the 
very beginning of things. Later As- 
syrian writers declare with confidence 
that Its story ran hack as a matter of 
course to the "creation of the world," 
but, as a matter of fact, the first firm 
ground In the midst of tradition la 
reached about the year 2200 B. C. That 
wonderfully vivid period In Nineveh's 
history with whlcli the world, espe- 
cially recently, has become familiar, 
lies between the ninth and sixth cen- 
turies B. C. In this period the reign 
of Sennacherib Is of course by far 
the most Importaat, 

Nineveh, however, depended entire- 
ly for Its greatness nnd power upon 
the conquering spirit of Us rulers and 
the military glory and powers of Us 
armies, and wiion these were ultimate- 
ly defeated the, city fell, never to rise 
again, 4ind Its very site was quickly 
forgotten among the nations.

ANCIENT CITY KNOWN TO FEW 

MuBBn, In Korea, Visited Only by Oc- 
casional Stragglers From West- 
ern Civilization. 



Few white men have been fortunate 
onoUKh to wander Inlond, In Koica, as 
far as the ancient city of Musnn. This 
city, with Its grim old walls bearing 
five centuries of history,' lies on the 
very edge of Korea. To enter It Is like 
stei)plng baclcward to another world. 
Into a story of the Arabian Nlghtp. 

During tho IluBso-Japancse war sev- 
eral Russians took refuge there, and 
since then half a dozen foreigners 
have discovered It, but, except for 
those atragglers. Musan lleff unknown 
to the western world. The great cen- 
tral palace, or reception hall of tho 
city, remains Intnct, nnd close by, In 
partial rulna, Is tho tcrapto guestliouse.
